EMPOWERMENT: The Right to 
Self Determination 

Traditional institutions do not offer acceptable an¬ 
swers to the compelling questions each of us have re¬ 
garding who we are, how we are who we are, and why 
we are. These answers are available. There is a proc¬ 
ess by which we access these answers. We need to 
connect with our own story and empower ourselves to 
the right of self-determination, we need to recognize 
our traumas and fears as valid but not victimizing. As 
we clearly know, the larger society encourages victimi¬ 
zation of any perceived outgroup. What that really 
means is any group that does not conform to patriarchal 
standards. Social control through victimization is really 
society's response to feeling threatened. Society has 
constructed itself on patriarchal concepts of hierarchy 
as the norm, of rigid thought as natural, of pathologizing 
victims and normalizing violence. Society has a vested 
interest in keeping homosexuals separated from hetero¬ 
sexuals, in keeping bisexuals and transgenders sepa¬ 
rate from homosexuals and certainly separate from het¬ 
erosexuals. 

By eroding self-esteem through legal maneuvers, fear 
tactics, religious ostracism and family rejection, society 
keeps us closeted, fearful and silent. Pride and dignity 
are denied us. So who we are, how we are, and the 
real purpose we serve a society, are never affirmed. 
And the more society can keep us silent and separate, 
the less self-esteem we have. Social control through 
fear of victimization is powerful. When we give away 
our self-esteem to traditional institutions, we are in fact 
giving away our power. Power legally, financially, politi¬ 
cally, spiritually and psychologically. 
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By giving over to society the power to define who we 
are, we can not have dignity. Most importantly, we can 
not have the sacredness of who we are. Each of us is a 
sacred being; we tend to forget that. We think only in 
human ego terms. As sacred beings we are to live in 
alignment with spiritual concepts. These concepts are 
universal. They transcend cultures, color, countries, 
customs. As sacred beings, love is the issue. The 
question is not whom do you love, the real question is: 
Do you love, and how is that love expressed by you and 
experienced by others? When we view it this way we 
connect with the dignity of our love. We have no shame 
about our love. We bridge the issue of the love we feel, 
not as solely human love, but as a spiritual love, a spiri¬ 
tual essential, we walk the bridge to harmony, pride, 
confidence. The bridge to full acknowledgment of what 
our purpose is to society, we are messengers to society 
that being able to love is the key spiritual issue ... for 
everyone ... gay, lesbian, straight, bisexual and trans- 
gendered.

Shade is a collection of con¬ 
temporary short stories. In his 
introduction, Samuel R., Delany 
defines "shade" as "a subtler 
form of dishing, a mode or repartee with a black accent 
whose connotations are more ironic and notably more 
nuanced than what's usually meant by the largely 
straight term "dis (as in the verb "disrespect")'." Al¬ 
though these are pieces written by gay black men, one 
should not believe that these have only marginal or mini¬ 
mal appeal, for most (if not all) of the 23 different stories 
have a much larger relevance to our entire community.

Because this is an anthology, there are many different 
styles of writing, many different tones of voice, but 
throughout, one gains a common purpose of emotion¬ 
ally sensitive and socially relevant view points. There 
are several stories worth previewing. L. Phillip Richard¬ 
son's "Powers That Be" examines the despair involved 
in the loss of self through active drug addiction and 
cruising video-booths for anonymous sex. Bil Wright’s 
"Your Mother from Cleveland" tells of the memorial serv¬ 
ice for a drag performer known as "Your Mother." S/he 
is laid out, uncharacteristically, in a plain male business 
suit, which prompts the narrator to discover within him¬ 
self that coming out of the closet is a continual process 
of self-affirmation. Jaime Manrique's "Twilight at the 
Equator" examines the phony, double-standards in¬ 
volved with being "macho" or "femme." 

One of the most powerful stories in the entire collec¬ 
tion is "Church" by G. Winston James. A writer has re¬ 
turned to his boyhood neighborhood and is attending a 
church service at his old parish. When recognized by 
the minister, he is invited to address the congregation. 
As he does, he is able to admit the truth that he has 
come home to die, because he has AIDS. Instead of 
being rejected, which was his initial fear, he is em¬ 
braced as a spiritual as well as social being. The story 
concludes: 

Grace was singing, "I used to complain that I had no 
shoes, then I saw a man who had no feet to use. And I 
am blessed. Better than blessed. Thank you, Lord." 

I realized that that's just what I was talking about, real¬ 
izing how slight most of our limitations really are. Then I 
found myself wishing that I could believe in more than 
just gospel music. I wanted to believe in God because 
of how good that burning in my heart felt at that mo¬ 
ment. So I though about the verses Grace used to sing. 

I remembered "God is the joy and the strength of my 
life." And I wondered if maybe God wasn't whatever 
made you truly happy in life. Then I looked up at the 
ceiling of the chapel. I threw my question to the beams. 
As Grace was singing, "I am blessed" one more time, 
my question bounced off the ceiling, fell down and 
slapped me to the floor. And I cried, "I'm gay! Praise 
God! Hallelujah! 

And I heard the congregation say "Amen!" 

As with most anthologies, no one can read this and 
find each and every story to be relevant, or entertaining. 

I have only mentioned a few of the many examples that 
touch me personally in terms of both myself and/or oth¬ 
ers I know. The late James Baldwin is quoted at the 
beginning of this volume as stating: "The world is before 
you and you need not take it or leave it as it was when 
you came in." This credo is aptly expressed in the life- 
affirming contents to be found in this book. Enjoy!

Rock Hudson is an excellent example of the complex 
nature of the closet and public awareness of a promi¬ 
nent figure’s homosexuality. Hudson was rumored to be 
gay from the earliest years of his career, yet some peo¬ 
ple denied he was gay even after he died of AIDS in 
1985. As Hudson was both an active lover of men and 
the movie star who throughout the 1950s and 1960s 
seemed to personify manliness, his case is almost a 
textbook study of American anxieties over masculinity, 
sexuality, and fame. 

Born Roy Scherer Fitzgerald in 1925, Hudson made 
his first major splash as an actor in the 1954 film Mag¬ 
nificent Obsession, in which he played an unruly play¬ 
boy who becomes a surgeon. As a 29-year old bache¬ 
lor, though, Hudson raised eyebrows throughout 1950s 
America, and articles with headlines such as "Too Busy 
for Love" appeared in the popular press. The scandal- 


happy Confidential wanted to do an expose on Hud 
son’s homosexuality and even offered his lover $10,00( 
to discuss the subject, but no story appeared. Some sa] 
that Universal Studios offered Confidential some dirt or 
another one of its stars in order to keep Hudson's sexu 
ality out of the publication. 

To quash the rumors, Hudson quickly married Phyllis 
Gates (who Hudson later claimed was bisexual, al 
though she denied that). The three-year marriage tern 
porarily boosted Hudson's heterosexual image. But ir 
the following decades, as Hudson established himsel 
as a leading man in feature films and on TV's "McMillar 
and Wife," rumors about Hudson continued to spread 
although it was never discussed explicitly in print. Ir 
1971, someone sent fake invitations to the wedding o 
Hudson and Jim Nabors (TV's Gomer Pyle) to severs 
gossip columnists. Although the pair had been gooc 
friends, they were not lovers and certainly never mar 
ried - but the hoax still seems to have hurt Nabors' ca 
reer. In Hudson’s case, none of the rumors seemed tc 
slow his fame as a masculine idol - or his pursuit o 
handsome men. 

In the 1970s, Hudson became friends with Armisteac 
Maupin, whose serial novel Tales of the City about ga\

cisco Chronicle. Maupin (among others) urged Hudson 
to come out and break down stereotypes about gays 
and lesbians. Hudson consistently demurred, consider¬ 
ing his sexuality to be private and objecting to the public 
spectacle of the gay liberationists with their parades 
(which he once described as marching with a jar of 
Vaseline). Nonetheless, Hudson threw parties for doz¬ 
ens of handsome men and joined Maupin in exploring 
the sexual playground of 1970s San Francisco. 

Maupin later satirized Hudson by including him as a 
character in Tales of the City, albeit identified only as 
_. In one extended plot line, Maupin's gay charac¬ 
ter Michael Tolliver visits_'s Los Angeles home, 

where he sleeps with_. The movie star ques¬ 

tions Michael's participation in the Gay Men's Chorus, 
contemplating why people make such a big deal out of 
being gay. Michael tells his host that gay organizations 
make it easier for gay people to be proud of their heri¬ 
tage - a heritage Michael informs_he's a part of. 

Hudson was diagnosed with AIDS in mid-1984, al¬ 
though his disease remained a secret for more than a 
year. When he appeared increasingly gaunt in his role 
on Dynasty and other public appearances, his publicists 
insisted that he was simply dieting. He looked particu¬ 
larly ill in his last public appearance, which ironically 
was a commercial promoting his old friend Doris Day's 
new show on the Christian Broadcasting Network. 

In July 1985, news of Hudson's disease hit the news¬ 
papers, garnering far more public attention about the 
disease than any previous AIDS-related story. Several 
newspapers and TV stations initially treated the story as 
proof that AIDS affected more than just gays and drug 
users. Amazingly, some gay-run AIDS organizations 
cooperated with this farce. A representative of one such 
organization even told the press that Hudson's illness 
proves that "AIDS is not a gay white male disease." 

Soon, however, the Chronicle and several other news¬ 
papers ran lengthy stories about Hudson's decades- 
long struggle with vastly different public and private 
lives. The media coverage of Hudson's illness was often 
ridiculous - several news outlets raised the question of 
whether Linda Evans might now be infected since she 
had kissed Hudson (her co-star on Dynasty) on TV. 
Tasteless jokes abounded (Why is everyone in Holly¬ 
wood terrified of AIDS? Because they've all had a piece 
of the Rock), but the widespread attention brought pub¬ 
lic awareness of the ongoing AIDS crisis to a new level. 
Calls to AIDS hotlines soared, and private-sector fund¬ 
raising for AIDS research skyrocketed, boosted by a 
$250,000 contribution from Hudson himself to jump- 
start the American Foundation for AIDS Research.

January 1995: "Your Loving Arms" scorches to number 
one on Billboard’s Dance Chart. 

November 1995: "Running Around Town" is finally re¬ 
leased as a follow-up single, three 12"s with remixes by 
BT, Junior Vasquez and DMC push the song to number 
one. 

January 1996: "Imitation Of Life," probably the most pro¬ 
found of the Billie Ray Martin singles, sports straight for¬ 
ward Morales and Drama Extreme brothers in Rhythm 
mixes. 

May 1996: Top 40 radio buys a vowel, gets a clue, and 
begins programming "Your Loving Arms." 

June 1996: Deadline For My Memories is released. 

Is this sad or what? Let's face it, Jewel's album is over 
two years old and most idiots are just now discovering it 
because it has a Top 40 song. BRM will probably not hit 
Top 10. The album is, quite frankly, a bit too gay. Sure, 
the dance stuffs there. All with Billie Ray's signature 
"yeah" and screams. BRM is a true drama queen. This is 
most evident in the album's all too ready for Broadway bal¬ 
lads. Show stoppers like "Still Waters" and "You And I" 
would move any bedazzled forty-something theatre goer 
to their feet in tear-filled accolade. While this may sound 
a bit "Diss-y," these over the edge production numbers 
actually are Deadline 's charm. I'm reminded of the Pet 
Shop Boys "We All Feel Better In The Dark" or "Kings 
Cross," typical British melodrama in 5 minutes or less. 
No, the album's not incredible (the psycho strings during 
'Big Tears and Make-up" cause me to chuckle every time I 
hear them) but, to many, it will be considered fabulous. 

Buy-O-Meter : Highly recommended for anyone who'd 
waste 65 bucks to see Beauty And The Beast on Broad¬ 
way. Strongly recommended for those who love the 
dance songs but don't want to clutter their collection with 
CD singles. Not recommended for the straight¬ 
acting/appearing crowd. 

While Junior's remix of "One By One" is quite a twirler, 
the American album version is a bit more poignant. It 
seems Cher has finally found her element in It's A Man's 
World . We've all seen the tattoo, so there's no longer a 
need to shock-rock us. While many of her contemporar¬ 
ies have fallen short, (Lionel Richie and Bette Midler) 
Cher excels in a genre of music that is on its last legs. 
Not since Katey Sagal's Well have I heard an adult con¬ 
temporary album this simple and elegant. Sure, there's 
that essential Cher flair ... especially in "The Sun Ain't 
Gonna Shine Anymore" and her provocative "It's A Man's 
Man's Man's World." Now old fans and new-found lovers 
can both be happy. What I really want to know is, "Why is 
her hair so frizzy on the cover?" 

Be prepared, Kristine W Land Of The Living is ready for 
release.

18 More On Same-Sex Marriage or Don't Just Stand There, 
Do Something!

2. Two Supreme Court Justices are due to retire in the 
next 4 years.

than Bob Dole. ( It was the two justices Clinton ap¬ 
pointed in the last four years that created a majority to 
defeat the anti-gay rights Amendment 2.) 

3. Though our Constitution does not put individual 
rights "solely at the mercy of the tyranny of the majority" 


historically the Supreme Court, and certainly elected 
lawmakers, are influenced 

by public opinion. Gays and lesbians make up about ten 
percent of the population. That is not a majority. Cur¬ 
rently there about 33 percent of the population is in 
support of same sex marriage. 

About 33 percent is undecided and 33 percent is 
against us. 

What should you do? 

First, forget it's the 1990's where everybody wants 
something for nothing. 

Second, stop whining about it and get to work. (You 
wouldn't believe how many people I've heard moaning 
that they are so disillusioned with the system, the candi¬ 
dates, society. One guy 

actually told me at the Pride Fest that he wasn't con¬ 
cerned about the Hate Crimes Bill in Harrisburg, he 
was only concerned about Same Sex Marriage 
passing and when I asked him if he was registered 
to vote he said he wasn't because he was disillu¬ 
sioned with the political system.) 

Geez what did you expect?! Did you really think 
this ultra-conservative Congress would say, hey 
the Homos want to get married, sure why not, this 

is a deserving minority.Come On!! 

These are the guys who want to control the repro¬ 
ductive organs of women, take health care away 
from poor babies, give tax breaks for the mega rich 
and insist the idea that nicotine is addictive is 
merely a liberal plot while they take 2 million in 
tobacco contributions. 

If the right to same sex marriage was a moun¬ 
tain, it would be Everest, and we haven't even 
climbed employment rights, or hate crimes yet. It is 
the Gold in the Decathlon, but we still have 
many heats to run.

Court 70 percent of the people were against it. Now the 
percentage is small. Things change, but not by them¬ 
selves. 

Frankly, you should also be sending money to groups 
fighting for your rights. Like the League of Gay and 
Lesbian Voters of PA and The Human Rights Campaign 
Fund. The Voter's League heads the fight for Gay and 
Lesbian rights in Harrisburg. The HRC is currently work¬ 
ing to make ENDA an amendment to the anti-marriage 
bill in the Senate. Ted Kennedy is supposed to add it to 
the bill. It wilt guarantee gays' and lesbians’ employ¬ 
ment rights if the bill passes.
